They would be clear on one Important 
lundunental which now la clouded In con- 
luslon. That Is that the spy and the pollcy- 
Influencer are seldom— If over— the same. 
All the things which a man has to do to 
Influence policy, openly advocating pro- 
Soviet views, sabotaging American attitudes, 
are calculated to arouse suspicion of him. 
The sood spy Is In the business of not arous- 
ing suspicion. 

Klaus Fuchs la a perfect example. He was » 
communist, with detlnlta convictions. At first 
he kept the fact quiet In his adopted Britain 
because he saw It as a handicap to hU devel- 

■ oping a career as a scientist. But once he be- 
gan spying lor Russia, he had a better rea- 
son. 

Fuchs became almost a model for a aclen- 
tlab 'working on a secret wartime project. He 
not only did nothing lo stir, suspicion. He 
aligned himself — not too ostentatiously — 
with those who were "tough'about security." 
He usually spoke against releasing classified 
Information to the public. 

This pose helped make him a perfect 
"sleeper" — a spy whose habits are so circum- 
spect that he virtually never draws attention. 
A spy net functtona best with a host of sleep- 
ers. Alger Hiss was one. 

That'3 why character testimonials In the 
Hiss trial and similar proceedings are really : 
beside the point. 01 course the spy can pro- 
duce men to attest to his character. He would 
not be a spy If ho could not. If he went 
' around arouslntc everybody's ausplclon. 
epoutlng Soviet propasanda and the like, 
his usefulness to a potential enemy would 
be zero. 

The pollcy-lnfluencer has his role, too, but 
It is a distinct one. Those who see the two 
roles as intercliangeable are simply 111-ln- 
Informed about communtsC methods. They 

■ need to read the live-foot shelf of documen- 
tary materials. They do not know the enemy 

where he might be found. 



SIGNIFICANT DECISION 
Although President Truman was amazed 
at the supreme court's decision In the steel 
case. It appears now that he was not so sur- 
prised at the decision itself as he was at the 
composition ot the Judicial majority. 

Reports have It that he was stunned to 
find that Justices Clark and Douglas had 
voted and spoken against him by Issuing 
separate opinions.

Now and again * moUier Is fearful 
ir tfte isfety ot her child when he 
away from 'her alght «nd reach. 
This Is especially so In the cities and 
larger towns where atronaers are 
Ihe ujua] ihJng. "I can't aeem -to 
teach him not lo talk lo a stronger, 
5t lo take candy or pennies from 
nyone. never to go with « etxanger. 
ow can I make him afraid " 
Ithout tearing him badly?" 
Scaring a cbUi won't help any 
time, anywhere. What we wont It 
do U !o make this child act Jntelll- 
gently In any given altuiitlon. and 
tear dejtroys any trace of Intelli- 
gence a clilld might pcascaa.
